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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment in the specification rewrite the paragraph running from line 28 of page 5 to line 10 of page 7 of 
the clean version, does not appear to be the case because it does not show the strike out of the rest of the deleted specification. It appears 
that the replacement is from line 28 of page 5 to line 10 of page 6 (not page 7). Furthermore, the proposed claims are not allowable firstly 
because of the 112th rejection still remain the same, the subject matter of "superatmospheric pressure" is not supported in the original 
disclosure filed 1 1/2/05. The clean version specification, applicant refers to is not the original disclosure but the amended specification. 
Regarding the prior art, In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (air stream separation at both upstream and downstream faces of a rotor*) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993. Furthermore, reference to Kritzler discloses 
elements (16 shown in figure 2)) to separate air streams of two sectors (left and right as shown in figure 2). 
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
